Applicants amendment filed 10-02-95 has been fully 
considered prior to this office action. In response to 
applicants' amendment, the Examiner withdraws the 35 USC 102 (b) 
rejection of claims 1, 3, 6, 9, 10, 12, 16, 18, 20 and 22 as"\ 
being anticipated by Born et a (4,923,540). 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 9, 10, 12, 16, 18, 20 and 22 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by the 783035 
Publication for the reason stated in the last office action of 
paper no. 12. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being 
unpatentable over 783035 Publication for the reasons stated in 
the last office action of paper no. 12. 

Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9-20 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103 as being unpatentable over Holko for the reasons stated in 
the last office action of paper no. 12. 

Applicant's arguments filed 10-02-95 have been fully 
considered but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 

In regards to the arguments on the 783035 Publication, the 
Examiner disagrees. The strands of the reference can be seen to 
be equivalent to the reinforcing elements of the applicants. 
These strands or reinforcing elements are extended through the 
thickness of the belt, 'since the spaces between the strands of 
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the butt-joints are filled with rubber which packs and vulcanizes 
the joint. 

In regard to the arguments on Holko, the Examiner feels that 
the reference does teach applicants' extra step of disposing or 
inserting additional reinforcing elements through the thickness 
of a composite part which already contains carbon-carbon fibers 
in a resin matrix, and leaving them extending, and placing them 
on top of each other at the joint region, and disposing an 
adherent about the extending reinforcing elements. (Note column 
2, lines 11-43 and 52-60 and claim 1) . 

The Examiner, therefore, contends that there is no evidence 
showing that patentably significant differences exist between the 
products of the references and those claimed by the applicant.
